Blessed by 
beautiful clear and cool days, there 
was quite a gocd entry, though at- 
tendance fel! off a bit on Sunday, 
due no doubt to the opening of 
famous Lehigh County Fair, besides 
the Kennel Club’s recognized Show, 
al] going at the same (ime. It would 
be interesting to learn whether or 
not most exhibitors and spectators at 
small shows prefer two short days of 
showing, or a long concentrated one, 
with a few of the very similar class- 
es eliminated. This at least would 
make for greater variety. 

Nevertheless, judges of hunters 
and jumpers, Mrs. Edward M. Ches- 
ton and W. Newbold Ely, M. F. H., 
both of Ambler, Penna., and Harry 
Hess, over from Hechokus, N. J., to 
judge saddle classes, were consistent, 
and genially assisted by John EFisen- 
brown of Reading, who is quite a fix- 
ture hereabouts as ringmaster. 


On Saturday, out of eighteen class- 
es, it was interesting that ten were 
won by the younger generation, tho 
few ponies appeared in either horse- 
manship or jumping classes. Honors 
went to Blue Bell Farms, Dick 
Young, Miss Jill Landreth, and the 
Misses Janet and Elinor Leh, Open 
jumping classes were dominated by 
Lloyd van Sciver’s Storm Signal, and 
the devendable Bucks High Boy of 
Dr. Hunsberger. The latter combin- 
ation placed third this year in the 
novel Veteran’s class, for riders over 
fifty: it was won by Mrs. J. Ward 
Crankshaw riding a saddle horse, 
and second went to J. E. McCracken 
on a pinto in fuil Western trappings. 


Of the hunters, two entries of 
Jack Prestage, Destiny Rose and 
Clare’s Toy won several good classes 
as did Irish Grey, owned by Robert 
Young, who again was host for the 
show.

As to the course, I can count on 
the fingers of one hand the horses 
in my own country which might have 
negotiated it without § disgracing 
themselves.

Naturally the calibre of horse 


shown was high. I suppose I saw 
in all some thirty-five horses and 
only two of these gave me heart 
failure at their jumps. A better lot 
able hunters would be 
hard to find in any country. As a 
judge knows the name of no horses, 
only their numbers and as this parti- 
cular Judge knew few of the owners 
and brought home no program the 
following data is the best that can 
be given under the circumstances.

The “First Flight’ trial for the 
Millbrook cup had nine entries and 
seven clean performances. There was 
however, no difficulty whatsoever in 
picking the winner and I remember 
his name because [ never saw. or 
swung my long legs over a better 
horse,—Seceder is his name. A 
strongly set up big chestnut thor- 
oughbred with a raking shoulder 
and a way of moving which is first 
cousin to a swallow. He moves. ef- 
fortlessly and takes every fence in 
his stride His manners are im- 
peceable and he is so unmistakeably 
stamped with ‘‘Class’”’ that he made 
the other good horses appear less 
good than they were. 

The last three horses in this class 
also underwent some readjustment 
of awards when ridden but they 
were all good horses, very good ones. 


The hunt teams numbered four 
and the performance put up by Mrs. 
Colt’s team had the judge puzzled 
for the first few minutes. They start- 
ed forth in a certain order then at 
every second fence of the first six, 
the leading horse was swung around 
to the tail position without change 
of pace or spacing. Going up the hill 
to the seventh fence they drew 
abreast and took it in the shame 
stride then drew out again to their 
original positions and finished over 
the last two fences in that order. A 
more finished performance could not 
have been produced by the gradua- 
tes of Weedon, Sanmur or Fort 








Riley. They deserved to win, so be- 
ing judge, I saw to it that they did. 

My final ‘‘reaction to the events” 
was gratitude and if you wish to 
know why, go to Millbrook.
